Most of buildings to open 
during new Interim Term

Despite previous plans for 
Interim Term, the decision 
has been made to open most of 
the class buildings on campus 
for the three-week term, 
according to Dr. Norman 
Campbell, vice-chancellor for 
academic affiars. 

“After analyzing the 
situation we found several 
classes had to have specific 
rooms such as biology and 
chemistry labs.’’ Campbell 
said, "so we're going to have 
the use most of our classroom 
buildings 

According to the Interim 
Term schedule appearing in 
last week’s issue of The Pacer, 
the main campus buildings 
such as Browning. Brehm 
Hall, EPS, Humanities, 
Military Science, Fine Ats, 
Fieldhouse, EdNuHec, and the 
Administration Building will 
be open. 

“Because we couldn't 
combine all the classes in just 
two or three buildings we're 
having to use all the buildings, 
but we are making special 
efforts to cluster the classes." 
he explained. “In other words, 
we're just going to use 
perhaps one or two floors of 
each building. 

"The physical plant people 
told us we could save from 
one-third to one-half the 
energy if we did it this way,” 
he added. "They said that if 
we were going to have an 
Interim Term then this would 
be the best way.” 

Campbell cited that most of 
the energy savings would 
come in the dormitories being 
closed down, with the ex¬ 
ception of Clement, the 
Interim Term residence hall 
for non-commuters 
Many students have shown 
negative attitudes toward the 
fact that only Clement was 
being opened for the three- 
week period, but Director of 
Housing George Freeman 
explained that opening any 
other dorms would mean 
forcing some student to take 
all their possessions home for 
the holidays to make way for 
the Interim Term students 
“We’re fairly sure we'll 
have enough empty space in 
Clement Hall," Freeman said. 
"Right now we've got over 150 


available spaces in Clement so 
considering the fact that 
many of our Interim Term 
students will be commuters, 
we whould be able to handle 
Interim Term housing. 

“We realize a lot of students 
might be unhappy with having 
to live in Clement," he added, 
“but it’s only for three weeks, 
plus, trying to move people out 
of one of the other dorms 
would be very difficult.” 


"As far as the offered courses 
are concerned,” Campbell 
sai.“we've received no 
negative feedback from the 
students My gu ess is that 
most of the students honestly 
don’t care about Interim Term 
but this is only a guess. 

In the Food Services 
Department the cafeteria will

Students will be able to vote 
on their preference for next 
year’s calendar, according to 
Chancellor Larry T. 
McGehee 

All students should be 
mailed cards by Friday, 
giving them a chance to in¬ 
dicate their preference be¬ 
tween a conventional quarter, 
similar to last year's, an in¬ 
terim-term quarter like this 
year’s or a split winter term 
quarter. McGehee explained 

"The more people that 
respond the better the poll will 
be," McGehee said. The 
Chancellor said the cards 
should be returned by October 
31 with the student's name and 
class indicated. He said a 
decision about the calendar 
for next year needs to be 
reached as soon as possible. 

“There are advantages and 
disadvantages to all of these 
choices,” Provost Jimmy 
Trentham, said. “There is no 
perfect calendar.” 

McGehee said in a similar 
poll, the faculty were able to 
rank their preference for each 
calendar. The faculty results 
indicated that each calendar 
received approximately equal 
support. 

When value points of three 
for the faculty’s first choice, 
two for the faculty's second 
choice, and one for the 
faculty’s thrid choice were 
tabulated, the split-winter 
team calendar received 483. 


the interim term calendar 
received 456, and the con¬ 
ventional calendar received 

482 

Trentham said they hope for 
some clear-cut preference to 
be indicated by the students 
"The final decision has to be 
his (McGehee’s),” Trentham 
said "He’s looking for 
guidance." 

McGehee listed some of the 
advantages and disad¬ 
vantages for each type 
The disadvantages for the 
split winter quarter involves 
mid-year transfers from the 
quarter system. co-op

scheduling, and December 
time off. The advantages 
include saving summer 
electricity, better student 
summer employment op¬ 
portunities. earlier com¬ 
mencements, the Spring 
Quarter ending in May instead 
of mid-June, and it will 
probably improve summer 
school enrollment. 

Disadvantages of the 
conventional calendar include 
its late start and its mid-June 
ending which is too late for 
some students to get summer 
jobs, the waste of both elec¬ 
tricity and heat, finals being 


held during the first week of 
basketball season, and two 
football games missed The 
advantages include the fact 
that it parallels Knoxville and 
community colleges for 
calendars The co-op program 
also parallels with UTK's and 
there are no mid-quarter 
winter breaks 

Disadvantages of the in¬ 
terim term calendar include 
ending too late and affecting 
student summer employment, 
and not paralleling with co-op 
schedules or community 
college schedules. There are 
some heat savings, but in¬ 


creased electricity coats 
The advantages of this 
calendar include giving in¬ 
novation and experiment time 
for curriculum, allowing 
research time for faculty, and 
make-up opportunities for 
freshmen and seniors needing 
classes to graduate There are 
some heat savings, and 
Christmas job opportunities 
are available from 
Thanksgiving to New Year’s. 

McGehee said there had 
never been a “really drastic 
change” made in the calendar 
previously except for the 
Interim Term

Beard to discuss CIA 
in campus speech tonight 


Sixth District Congressman 
Robin Beard will speak here 
tonight on the controversy 
surrounding government 
secrecy and Congressional 
investigations. His address, 
set for 7 p.m. in Room 206 of 
the University Center, will 
deal specifically with his 
attempt to have 
Massachusetts Congressman 
Michael Harrington leak of 
confidential information to the 
press. There will be a 
question-and-answer period 
after the talk 

Beard filed his original 
oomplaint against Harrington 
with the Ethics Committee of 
the House of Representatives 
on June 18 charging that 
Harrington violated the 
Armed Services Committee 
and House rules in leaking 
classified committee 
testimony by Central 
Intelligence Agency Director 
William Colby to members of 
his staff, other committee 
staff members, and the press 
Harrington leaked the in¬ 
formation to Larry Stem of 
The Washington Post and 
Jerome Levinson of Senator 
Frank Church’s office in 
addition to members of his 
staff. Church is chairman of 
the Senate select committee 


investigating the CIA. 

After the original complaint 
was dismissed by the Ethics 
Committee without prejudice 
because it had not been 
properly sworn under oath, 
Beard resubmitted the 
complaint in early September 
The complaint is pending in 
the Committee and the issue 
will probably be resolved 
sometime after the first of the 
year. 

Harrington is being 
represented before the 
Committee by attorneys Phil 
Lacovara, Jerry Goldman, 
and Jay Wright of the 
Washington, D.C. firm of 
Hughes, Hubbard, and Reed. 
Beard is being represented by 
Nashville attorney Fred 
Thompson, chief minority 
counsel to the Senate Select 
Committee on Presidential 
Campaign Activities 

In 1972. Beard became the 
youngest Congressman ever 
elected to the sixth district 
when he defeated four-term 
Congressman William 
Anderson 

He is the eighth ranking 
minority member of the House 
Armed Services Committee 
and also serves on the Post 
Office and Civil Service 
Committee Beard is on the 


executive committee of the 
conservative Republican 
Steering Committee in 
Congress, has active status as 
a major in the Marine Corns 
Reserves, and is a lifetime 
member of the National Rifle 
Association. He was named 
the 1973 Outstanding Young 
Man of the Year by the Ten¬ 
nessee Jaycees and was 
awarded the Watchdog of the 
Treasury Award for 1974 by 
the National Association of 
Businesses. 

Born in Knoxville and 
reared in the Nashville area, 
Beard received a B.A. in 
history with a minor in 
political science from Van¬ 
derbilt University in 1962 

Beard’s appearance is being 
sponsored by the Political 
Science Club 

"The questions of proper 
control over American in¬ 
telligence agencies and the 
need for secrecy of certain 
governmental materials are 
very much on the minds of 
American citizens," Dr 
George Kao, sponsor of the 
club, said, adding "the ap¬ 
pearance of Congressman 
Beard on our campus will give 
us a unique opportunity to 
explore these issues " 


Swiers said in the editorial. 
Jim Emmons is currently 
Sports Information Director 
for the University. 

"All press releases con¬ 
cerning male varsity sports 
originate, from the Sports 
Information office, which is 
part of the athletic depart¬ 
ment,” Swiers stated. "The 
reason WUTM and other local 
radio stations carry little or no 
sports information is that we 
receive little or no information 
from the athletic department 
And what little we receive is 
not written for radio and TV 
use 

“This is unfortunate 
because WUTM and other 
local radio stations want to 
promote UTM sports,” he 
continued. “It’s hard for us to 
get all the important in¬ 
formation with our limited 
and non-paid staff. The Sports 
Information Director, a full¬ 
time UTM employee, and his 
two paid staff members, are 
supposed to distribute this 
information in a form ac¬ 
ceptable to broadcasts; but 
for some reason the in¬ 
formation is rarely distributed 
and when it is it is of low 
broadcast quality.” 

Swiers went on to say that 
the station received several 
quality releases from other 
Gulf South Conference teams 
each week, but is “lucky to get 
3 or 4 releases monthly” from 
the office here. 

“We don’t know what the 
SID's problem is, but we do 
know that WUTM and other 
radio stations have offered 
their help, and the offers have 
been ignored," he said. “Or 
maybe the problem is the 
athletic department’s attitude 
toward publicity. Whatever 
the reasoning is, an 
examination of any good 
athletic program shows that 
publicity plays a key role in 
the success of the program. 

"We feel the current Sports 
Information Director's 
credentials should be 
reviewed to determine if he 
has the background, skills, 
and most importantly, the 
desire to do a good job," he 
added. “If he is incapable of 
doing the job he should be 
terminated and a person with 
the background, skills, and 
desire should be retained. 

"As it stands now, the Sports 
Information office is very 
ineffective and a waste of 
money," Swiers concluded. 
"After all, it’s hard to have a 
big-league athletic program 
with bush-league publicity.” 

A source connected with 
local radio station WCMT also 
criticized the office's job in an 
interview Tuesday. According 
to the source, their station had 
received six sports releases 
from Nicholls State's Sports 
Information Office already 
this week on their football 
team, yet none from UTM. 
They have been very 
dissatisfied with the office's 
job, the source said 
"We are getting some 
releases, but they usually 
arrive too late to be of any real 
value," the source said "They 


are too long and we get them 
gll at once 

“We get fewer releases 
from UTM than most other 
colleges," he stated 

Swiers said Monday that he 
had received cooperation 
from Emmons on last week's 
game. He also stressed the 
importance of the radio 
station as a medium of ex¬ 
pression as in editoralizing. 

“I think it serves a purpose 
if done responsibly," Swiers 
stated. "It’s not fair to just 
shoot your mouth off, but in 
this case we have a Tile. 

"I think the radio station 
has the ability to bring the 
student body statements, both 
positive and negative, con¬ 
cerning the campus,” he 


continued. “We should try to 
create discussion on issues 
that are important.” 

Emmons is also involved in 
a business in Union City, but 
Swiers said he could not say 
whether that had hindered his 
work or not. 

"I know of the job in Union 
City and it entails a lot of 
time," he said "If he can 
handle it, fine. But teachers 
are really being hassled about 
that same sort of thing, and I 
wonder if the policy applies to 
administrators, too." 

Emmons, contacted 
yesterday, said he had 
nothing to say about the 
changes. 

“I have no comment to 
make," he said.

If solid program is goal

: They used the explanation that the network 
Would lost money and was therefore un¬ 
necessary In justifying the expenditures on the 
football changes, however, the Chancellor 
Emphasized the long range benefits of a sound 
Sports program. The football program will not 
fay for the changes all at once, and no one 
Expects it to The radio network should not be 
Expected to do so. either, when its main ad¬ 
vantage would be in similarly promoting this 
school and the sports program It is like buying 
i new car, then refusing to drive it because of 
Ihe cost of gasoline 

; If budget were the reason used, it might be 
Understandable as $3,000 is a good deal of 
:jnoney in a lean year such as this one, Budget 
^vas discontinued in football reasoning, 
however, because of the benefits the progam is 
Supposed to bring It is amazing how quickly 
that argument was forgotten when the network 
was proposed 

- It is for this reason-publicity-lhat the athletic 
department should be all in favor of the 
proposed network Mo6t major college sports 
programs have solid radio coverage, and this is 
bow a broad base of fan interest could be built 


Interest could be generated throughout West 
Tennessee, yet the athletic department has 
shown no genuine support 
Another argument used against the network 
states that the network would not have the 
strong leadership next year that it has now, 
since many radio leaders graduate this year 
That is not a sound argument, however, as 
students graduate from leadership positions 
every year, yet the organizations and group do 
not fold If that were the case, there would he no 
SGA or Pacer next year as the respective 
leaders graduate Students will never be here 
for life The communications co-ordinator 
could provide a semblance of continuity, fur¬ 
thermore, that would greatly help the 
coverage 

The sports coverage is now in the hands of the 
local radio station, and it is no secret that they 
are in favor of the student network handling it. 
Only two weeks ago the broadcast was swit¬ 
ched to a Union City station, so there is no real 
commitment by the local station This is un¬ 
derstandable, but leaves the University in a 
precarious situation If the station backs out. 
who is left? 

If the University and athletic department 
don't want a sports network, that is certainly 
their perogative It will be hard to build a new 
football base without one, though, and everyone 
will come out a loser-the football program, 
students, and University as a whole. An added 
advantage would be the experience that 
communications students would get in such a 
situation, but this was obviously not much of a 
consideration. 

The University is going to eventually see that 
it is impossible to have a strong sports program 
without regular network coverage, student 
operated or otherwise. One only hopes that 
their realization is not far in the future.

• pay the bill directly Students feel that their 
dorm rent is high enough to pay for any elec¬ 
tricity that they use, so they fail to worry about 
leaving lights on anywhere, anytime. It is hard 
for students to understand that electricity is 
being wasted when they receive no bill. Lights 
are left on in most dormitories almost all day

Students need to explore aid 


. The announcement last week that more 
students may have to drop out of school 
because of financial troubles this year is not 
surprising, but nonetheless regrettable. 

7 Much of the blame is the students', it ap- 
.pears, as many apparently failed to request 
financial aid before the deadline date. A simple 
gheck with the financial aids office would have 
Nullified much of the problem, yet it is not 
surprising that many waited. Unless one has 
applied before, one would not think of applying 
Early for the following school year as is 
necessary 

" Another portion of the problem can be 
directly attributed to the cancellation of the the 
Tennessee Tuition Grant Corporation This 
source would have provided about $400,000 to 
needy state residents at this school, and its 


cancellation had a tremendous effect on many 
students who would have received aid. Some 
probably didn't even come when the program 
closed, and others who came are having dif¬ 
ficulty making ends meet without it. The cost of 
a school year for a resident has now ap¬ 
proached $2000 per year. 

It is lucky for students that the federal Basic 
Educational Opportunity grants program 
provided some $200,000 more this year This 
helped make up for the Tennessee program 
cancellation, at least partially. 

Ideally, no student should have to leave 
college because of lack of money. Reality 
speaks louder, however, and students need to 
explore all possibilities for financial aid as soon 
as they can. In this way, perhaps the number of 
financial “victims” can be reduced

Oh sure we have a new 
building, "but when you come 
right down to it, a building is 
just a building, Its the people 
in it that count.” WUTM FM 
90.3 debuted September 12th, 
1971 and I suppose some 25 
announcers became campus 
personalities during the first 
year of broadcasting. Maybe 
150 fine and perhaps not so 
fine voices have been on since 
then. Some of those you may 
remember were Dave 
Nichols, J.T Meals, Jimmy 
Hoppers, Paul Tinkle, Scott 
Simms, Mike Whited, Dash 
Roberts, Rick Kaucher. and 
John High, and the list is 
finite. But of these 150. the 
ones I have named are 
basically the only ones who 
have made it in commercial 
radio. And too, these are 
virtually the ones who had 
prior radio experience, before 
coming to WUTM. My point; 
the communications program 
is not producing a product. 

The communication major 
is not under the present 
conditions not getting his 
money's worth. Exam¬ 
ple ..minimal facilities Oh 
sure, we have a radio station, 
and look how long it has taken 
lo get a real radio station with 
a production room, adequate 
record facilities, and room 
and sure we have instructors 
too! We’ve got two full-time 
radio and journalism in¬ 
structors And we have some 
students who know almost as 
much as the instructors. 

Lack of interest, as well 
as facilities and instructors 
at UTM are all con¬ 
tributing factors leading to the 
increase in enrollment at 
M.T.S.U. and Murray State. I 
suppose too. If I had not been 


one of the few who have 
already completed my 
communications major and 
work at a commercial radio 
station, I like the rest, would 
have transferred somewhere 
else or done as many others 
are doing, get out of com¬ 
munications and into some 
other school. 

I talked with Dave Nichols, 
former WUTM FM station 
manager, and he, like myself, 
agrees that there is much to be 
desired. Dave and I both work 
in commercial radio in Union 
City and both get on-the-job- 
experience. However, the 
communication major who 
wants to work, learn and 
really get deeply involved in 
radio-TV broadcasting, feels 
thwarted. Very few were able 
to get any real experience 

A pat on the back should go 
to the “Bob Carswell Crowd" 
who have given some students 
a break into television. Billy 
Evans is a director at WBBJ 
TV in Jackson and Dave 
Spikes is working in St. Louis 
in Educational Television. 
And do you remember Robert 
Todd who met one obstacle 
after another as advisor to 
WUTM? Todd took the poeiton 
as advisor when no one else 
would even look at the radio 
station All he received when 
asking for help, was a “We’ll 
see what we can do about it, 
Bob.” Herb Rhinehart, one of 
UTM's strongest supporters of 
the radio station in its early 
years, where is he now?" And 
if it wasn't for Mr Russell 
Duncan, WUTM would have 
probably been two or three 
years later about getting on 
the air It was the Student 
Center's budget that looted 
the bill for the radio station 
when there was not a budget 
set up 

Dr. David Briody is backed 
up against the wall by some 
high-ranking UTM ad¬ 
ministrator when he makes an 
effort to spend some money on 


needed equipment or in 
making some kind of op¬ 
timistic improvement with the 
station. Now, to put tjie icing 
on the cake, Rick Swiers, 
station manager, is at odds 
with the Athletic Department 
concerning the UTM sports 
network, which was a possible 
sound beginning for the 


communications program 
His editorial hit home because 
a considerable amount of 
people are requesting copies 
of it.

Delegate relates actions

Six UTM students attended 
the TSA < Tennessee Student- 
Government Association > 
convention laat week as 
several major tylls were 
passed, according to John 
Kernodle, SGA attorney 
general and speaker for the 
delegation 

The convention, consisting 
only of student-government 
members from across the 
stale, was held at Austin Peay 
University in Clarksville 
TSSA is an organisational 
body which represents student 
ideas and various beliefs." 
Kernodle said Through the 
TSA, we have the power to 
attack issues at a state level 
We can present student 
concerns to the governor, the 
Board of Regents, the Board 
of Trustees, and the state 
legislature.” 

Kernodle said the TSA 
meets every fall to deal with 
student problems and ideas as 
presented by the collegiate 
delegations. The UTM 
delegation was representing 
this school in two different 
categories-as a West Ten¬ 
nessee school and as a four- 
year institution 
According to Kernodle, one 
of the major bills to be passed 
by the general assembly was a 
proposal made hy the Middle 
Tennessee State' University 
delegation on the legalization 
of alcohol on Tennessee 
campuses. 

"There wasn't a unanimous 


vote on this bill," he said, "but 
only a few delegations voted 
against it These were mostly 
the private schools 

Having been passed by the 
TSA General Assembly, this 
alcohol-legalization bill must 
now be sent to the ad¬ 
ministrators of the various 
schools, followed by the Board 
of Regents, the Board of 
Trustees, and also the 
governing boards of the 
private schools such as 
Lambuth, for example 

A second major bill passed 
was that of an Open House 
policy which would include a 
statewide area The bill itself 
is based on UTM’s own 
housing policy, Differential 
Housing 

“Our delegation was asked 
to explain UTM’s form of 
housing at one of the 
preliminary meetings,” 
Kernodle said. "So in the 
meeting we explained in 
pretty full detail how things 
are run at UTM. As a result 
our plan was used as a model 

"I feel students should be 
proud of the fact that our own 
housing policy is now being 
looked at as a model for the 
entire statewide housing 
policy,” he added "The fact 
that this proposal was passed 
unanimously without an undue 
discussion certainly warrants 
serious consideration from the 
committee which must decide 
on this proposal.” 

The Open House proposal 
will have to go only to the 
Board of Regents and not the 


Board of Trustees or various 
school administrators 
Kernodle cited another 
proposal passed of importance 
to Tennessee students This 
concerned a “tax exempt 
status” for the TSA itself 
"This status' means that 
the TSA could receive benefits 
from organizations," he ex 
plained. "The proposal will 
not have to be passed by any 
higher courts, for this is 
merely the changing of the 
TSA constitution Previously 
the constitution said we could 
receive no financial help from 
organizations, but we realized 
that with this funding we could 
really improve TSA in many 
important areas "

Course on film history 
has materials shortages

Dr. James Andreas, who is 
teaching the new Com¬ 
munications course 3410 en¬ 
titled “History of Films” this 
quarter, Finds the experience 
sometimes frustrating 
“You can’t teach a course 
without materials to get the 
course taught,” Andreas ex¬ 
plained “It would be like 
teaching biology without a 
biology lab ."Dr Andreas

Edwards, UTM's first 
student on the University of 
Tennessee Board of Trustees, 
said he had been to the 
summer meeting of the board 
but was not then a voting 
member. 

“I was impressed," 
Edwards said of Saturday's 
meeting.

"The cohesiveness of the 
group evidently led to the 
great strides that were made 
in such a short period of time 
towards reaching the an¬ 
nounced goals of the 
University of excellence in 
education, public service, and 
research,” Edwards ex¬ 
plained 

Of the $3,945,000 in non¬ 
revenue producing govern¬ 
ment bonds requested by 
Martin, $1,750,000 would go’ 
towards the Hall Moody' 
Administration Building) 
Renovation, according to 
Edwards. 


In addition, permission was 
granted to explore expansion 
of University Courts by 40 new 
apartments. The funding for 
the project would come 
through Tennessee State 
School Bond Authority loan, 
which is for projects designed 
to be revenue producing 

Approvals of the non- 
revenue projects will have to 
come from the THEC, the 
commissioner of Finance and 
Administration, the Governor, 
and the General Assembly, in 
that order between now and 
the end of the legislative 
session in 1976. 

A crosswalk was named 
after William E. Nolan, the 
first student representative on 
the Board of Trustees, 
Edwards said. 

"This is the first time the 
University in this manner has 
paid tribute to a student for his 
service to the University,” 


Edwards explained. 

In other action Saturday, 
Edwards said the Board 
released a statement of Policy 
on International Education for 
all campuses. 

“The University of Ten¬ 
nessee, as the State’s com¬ 
prehensive university system, 
has a primary role in serving 
the cause of international 
understanding,” the 
statement said. 

Other action the board 
considered was the setting of 
fees for the College of 
Veterinary Medicine at UT 
Knoxville at $200 per quarter 
for in-state students, a 9,600 
seat addition to UT Knox¬ 
ville's Neyland Stadium, and a 
motion regarding the im¬ 
plementation of a long-range 
desegregation plan for Ten¬ 
nessee State University and 
UT Nashville.
